Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because identifier numerals should be located on 
the figures and defined in the description of the drawings section of the specification. No 
wording should be found In the figures besides the term "figure" and the identifier #'s.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Burbidge 
(US 6,012,166). 

In regard to claim 1, Burbidge teaches an examination gown that has closure 
devices to hold the gown closed (figures 1-4B). 

In regard to claim 2, Burbidge teaches the closure devices being disposable and 
applied at the manufacture process. 

In regard to claim 3, Burbidge teaches the closure devices can be opened and 
closed numerous times (figures 1-4B). 

In regard to claim 4, Burbidge teaches the closure devices being strings (6B).

Conclusion

applicant's disclosure. Hollywood fashion tape, Ruth et al., Gordon, Henry, Grassick, 
Palomo, McGlnnis and Yin are all cited to show closely related garment articles.
